It is written, "The Lord loved him, 
and He sent by the hand of Nathan, 
the prophet, and he called his name 
Jedidiah (beloved of the Lord) because 
of the Lord" (II Sam. xii, 24, 25). The 
name Solomon, which means "peace- 
able," was given to'him before he was 
born (I Chron. xxli, 9, margin). How 
beautifully suggestive the two names- 
beloved of the Lord, a man of rest, the 
Lord giving peace and quietness In his 
days. How sadly he failed to let God 
work out his plan! How perfectly it 
will be wrought out in the true Son of 
David, of whom God said, "This is 
my beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased", (Matt, iii, IT: xvii, 5). 


How strangely do the first three 


verses of our lesson chapter read in 
the light of God's commands to have 
no fellowship with the heathen nations 
or their idols, affinity with Pharao'h. 
kingnof Egypt; marrying his daughter, 
loving the Lord and walking in His 
statutes, yet sacrificing and burning 
incense jn high places! It sounds a 
good deal like the worldly combiaa- 
tions of today, which must so grieve 
the Spirit, for we are plainly told that 
whosoever will be a friend of the world 
is the enemy of God (.las. iv, 4).

baldian red shirt, famous in -history, 
stood for united Italy. It was the red 
badge of liberty through unification.

Garibaldi, who was a sailor's son and 


given to roving, became identified ear- 
ly in life with Mazzini and other zealots 
In the Young Italy movement. But the 
methods of Garibaldi were not those of 
Mazzini, who was unable to compro- 
mise by accepting unification of the 
Italian states under a monarch, so in- 
sistent was he for a republican govern- 
ment. Garibaldi also was a republican, 
but he was willing to accept a benevo- 
lent monarchy as a means to an end—

These meetings may be held 


in the school houses or in churches 
and may be day or night sessions or 
both. 
Use your local talent and the 


expense won't be great. 
The insti- 


tutes may be converted into farmers' 
meetings. 
Have query boxes, reci- 


tations, essays and talks, scheduled 
and extemporaneous. 
The sugges- 


tions of the President are worthy of 
notice and action. 


Since the Legislature is about to 


convene and a decided change is ex- 
pected in the school laws of the Com- 
monwealth, it is not wise at present 
to 
make 
any 
decided 
plans 
in 


regard to examinations next year. 
This, however, may be said in ad- 
vance: the examinations will be held 
in July and August.

setting forth these items. 


Local institutes should be organ-

43,000 peach trees but with the scale 
to fight, has cut his acreage down to 
less, which he says is best. He wants 
an elevation of a 1,000 feet, such as 
we have, and a good soil. He culti- 
vates and prunes every 5 ear.

keeps his trees about 12 years by 
pruning and cultivation 
After the 


June drop he thins so as not to let 
the tree overbear.
